Men Debark From the Traniport»

Washing-ton, June 24.—General Shaf- 


ter reported to the war department 
yesterday the landing of his men with- 
out a single casualty, nobody being 
hurt except an unfortunate Cuban who 
was some distance up on the hills, and 
whose arm was shattered by the explo- 
sion of a shell.

very agreeably surprised that General 
Shaf ter has not reported the appearance 
of any Spanish force.

and satisfactory a. nmnner has given 
the president and secretary of war the 
greatest pleasure.

AT THE EDGE OF SANTl&bO. 


American Troop* Have Driven Span- 


iard* Into tne Cilf. 


Santiago, Cuba, June 23, via Kings- 


ton, Jamaica, Friday afternoon, June 
24.—The advance of the American army 
has reached the edge of the table land 
in which is the harbor of Santiago. 
Here, seven mitea from Morro Castle 
as the crow flies, the main body of 
troops has united and the Spaniards 
are in full retreat towards Santiago. 
A decisive engagement Is not expect- 
ed for some days. 
General Lawton's 


brigade which rested for the night near 
Baiquirl resumed their march at day. 


Before noon the brigade which 
in- 


cluded the 22d Infantry, 1st Infantry, 
2d Massachusetts, some of • the 
8th 


Cavalry, half of the 4th Cavalry 
and 


several companies of the 25th Colored 
Infantry occupied Juragua, gve miles 
beyond and the -American flag was 
hoisted there. Col. "Wagner, with 40 of 
his men brushed against'the flank of 
thea retreating Spanish 
column 200 


strong at Firmehza. ' A dozen shots 
were fired by the Spanish who retreat- 
ed westward. 


Juragua was abandoned by Gen Lin- 


ares and 1,200 Spanish troops with such 
haste that they had no time to burn 
the town although it was attempted. 
A detachment of Cubans collided with 
the Spanish rear guard and lost two 
killed, and had seven wounded. 
The 


Spanish loss is unknown. 
Gen. Chafee 


with the 9th Cavalry, the remainder of 
the 8th and the 4th, 7th, 12th and 17th 
Infantry reached Juragua at dark. 
Gen. Bates with a reserve of the 20th 
Injtantrty and Roosevelt's Rough Eid- 
ers dismounted, with a dynamite gun 
which they were advancing by forced 
marches. 


WeakneM of the Blockade. 


Kingston, Jam., June 24.—With the 


/complete investment of Santiago by 
land and by sea, the admiral has decided 
to strengthen the blockade of the large 
ports on the southern coast, westward 
of Santiago. For three weeks the coast 
•west to Cape San Antonio has been prac- 
jtically unprotected, with the result that 
at is known that quite a number of ships 
have run the blockade and that an im- 
mense quantity of provisions has been 
smuggled into Havana. Most of the 
blockade runners have landed their car- 
goes under the lee of ths Isle of Pines, 
and thence the provisions have been 
taken in small boats to Batabauo, whence 
thp railroad runs to Havana. 
These 


cargoes were undoubtedly smuggled into 
the Spanish lines and will aid Captain 
General Blanco greatly in withstanding 
•the siege. The admiral has decided that 
blockade running must cease, and four 
(ships are patrolling the coast from Cape 
'Cruz to the Isle of Pinea. 


Shelled Er«rr Village. 


Playa Del Este, June 24.—Before the 


Sanding the fleet in front of Morro castle 
opened out and the ships, steaming alo*g 
between Santiago and Baltiulri to pre- 
vent reinforcements by the railroad to 
the latter point, shelled every village on 
the coast. The Bancroft, Wilmington 
and Vixen discovered a regiment of 
Spanish soldiers defiling down the rail- 
road to Juragrua, and their shells sent 
them scampering up the hill like Jack- 
rabbits. The warship*, before the land- 
ing, shelled Baiquiri town and the sur- 
rounding hills for half an hour. What 
remained of th« smoldering village was 
Wrecked.

Speetacn'lat" Event. 


Kingston, June 24.—The most spectacu- 


lar event of the war was the work of the 
(Texas off Cabanas, whither she went to 
'make a feint of landing1 troops. The 
•transports which were to have accom- 
panied the Texas were far out of posi- 
tion. Suddenly a puff of smoke shot out 
itrom the western battery, showing that 
the enemy were devoting attention to the 
Texas. The battleship replied prompt- 
ly, and for an hour th« duel between the 
Texas and the" forts 
continued. The 


marksmanship of the Texas, was marvel- 
Bous. Though over two miles away and 
4n an awkward position, she dropped 
ehell after shell right on the ridge of the 
hill, where the enemy's guns lay. Th«r 
creM^of the flagship greeted each of these 
with loud cheers. Puffs of white smoke 
Bhot through the yellow canyon. These 
were shots from the enemy. They stuck 
Ito their guns well, but their aim was 
/wild, the shots falling some a mile ahead 
and some a mile astern of the Texas. 
Finally the enemy's shots became few 
and far between. They had probably 
been driven from their guns. The other 
battleships lay In a semi-circle, watch- 
'ing the wonderful work of the Texas 
and not wishing to distract the enemy's 
attention from the successful feint. 


Men Are AlV Cci-itented. 


Chickamauga National Park, June 24.— 


There are now at the park nearly 47,000 
men, and these are being added to dally 
by from 600 to 700 recruits. Everything 
is moving smoothly at the park. The 
men are all contented and are working 
with a good will. The quartermaster's 
department has been thoroughly sys- 
tematized, so that there is no longer the 
slightest difficulty for the men to get 
plenty of good and wholesome food. The 
regiments are nearly all equipped'with 
new uniforms, and are being armed as 
rapidly as the guns can be turned out 
of the arsenal. Other needed equip- 
ments are being added dally. 


For the first time In the history of the 


army of the United States an ambulance 
corps Is being organized as an adjunct 
to its efficiency. The object of this or- 
ganization . Is to facilitate the proper 
handling of the sick and wounded on the 
field. The corps will have attached to 
It skilled physlela.n», surgeons 
and 


stewards, which, with a full suppjy of 
attendants, will number 150. 
They have 


25 ambulances, 28 horses and 76 mules, 
togt.llit.1 vvii.li \v<i(£ous and harnesses for 
moving their equipage. 


The chaplains of nearly all of the regi- 


ments have begun a very vigorous cru- 
sade against the "canteens" or saloons 
The fight promises to be waged with un- 
relentinc vigor, and If the chaplains can 
obtain the co-operation of the officials 
the "canUens" will soon be a thing of 
the past. 


Hop* »f KngllRh Friend*, 


London, June 24.—The British society 


of Friends has adopted an address to 
"all lovers of peace In the United States." 
The address, referring to the war be- 
tween the United States and Spain, ex- 
presses the hope that America's grand 
experiment of a "nation without great 
armies and navies" will not be aban- 
doned, and that the ties of friendship 
and good will between Great Britain and 
America may grow and strengthen, 
some means being found to submit dis- 
putes to arbitration.

DRIVEN FKOia THE BILLS. 


Tli« Spaniards Forced From Their 


Position, Harra«»ed By Cubans, 


(By Associated Press.) 


Port' Antonio, Jam., June 24.—Desul- 


tory fighting went on in the mountains 
on all sides of Santiago Thursday. While 
General Shatter continued landing hla 
troops at the Sigua Iron company's 
(docks a number of transports proceeded 
westward 12 miles, and troops were 
landed to co-operate directly with the 
Cuban forces marching upon the doomed 
city. In that direction from the hills 
back of Santiago 900 Cubans have been 
reported "to be harrassing the enemy. 
Tv/o bodies of Spaniards have been 
driven from the hills back upon Santiago. 
This was done only after a desperate 
tflght, In which 25 Spaniards are said to 
have been killed and twice that number 
wounded. The Spaniards have plenty of 
Ammunition, but they show the effects 
Of the terrible strain they must have 
been under since the appearance of the 
American troops. 


Two hundred Cubans attacked the 


i'panlsh outposts west 
of^ Santiago. 


General Shafter's plan called for a force 
of 2000 Cubans, and had that number 
responded, and had they obeyed, General 
Bhaf ter's hope of drawing the Spaniards 
In force westward, while he disembarked 
(eastward, would surely have been suc- 
Jcessful, but the Spaniards moved in 
neither direction, but stayed entrenched 
at Santiago. The rifle fire of a handful 
of Cubans, and the presence of two 
transports and one schooner were not 
enough to convince them that the Ameri- 
cans intended to make a landing. 


The Cubans say that the non-arrival 


of promised food prevented them from 
concentrating 2000 men. However, they 
jcomend that they have driven 400 Span- 
lards from Coletta, the most important 
fcutpost. Had the full design carried. 
General Shatter would have been in 
control of the nearest hill to Santiago, 
allowing Sampson to drag torpedoes and 
capture or destroy the Spanish ships, and 
incidentally have Santiago city and the 
troops at his mercy. 


"Critical," Says Cerveva. 


Madrid, June 24.—Cable dispatches re- 


ceived here from Admiral Cervera saj- 
the crews of the Spanish warships at 
Santiago have Joined the land forces 
In order to take part in the defense ol 
the city.' He adds that the situation If 
critical, but a later dispatch affirmed 
that the Spaniards "have victoriously 
repulsed the enemy." 


A dispatch from the governor of San- 


tiago says: "The attack on Siboney 
(Sabana?) and Baiquiri continued until 
nightfall. The enemy was repulsed ex- 
,cept on the left, at Baiquiri, where the 
Spaniards were obliged to retire in ton- 
Sequence of a flanking movement upon 
the part of the enemy, who landed sev- 
teral kilometers east of Baiquiri. The 
Spanish forces retired In good order into 
tne mountains. Siboney and Berraco 
Tver* destroyed by the American shells." 


During the afternoon a semi-official 


mote was Issued "In order to avoid a mis- 
understanding," 
pointing out 
that 


("merely the Spanish l«ft retired and 
took up a position in the mountains, ow- 
dng to the Americans landing nine kilo- 
meters east of Baiquiri, where there 
were no Spanish troops, and endeavor- 
Ing to outflank the Spaniards." The 
note then points out that "this part of 
the country Is very unhealthy, and that 
yellow frvcr Is rampant."

Stamps Will ii« Brady.

ternal revenue purposes under the new 
war revenue act, and yesterday tbe first 
lot of about 1,000(600 was delivered for 
shipment to collectors, It is estimated 
that about 25,000,000 postage stamps will , 
be required to meet the needs of the 
service until the regular issue can be fur- 
nished in sufficient quantities. About 
1,500,000 proprietary stamps of the regu- 
lar issue already have been eent out, 
and hereafter daily shipments will be 
made. The Pacific coast will be sup- 
plied first, and then points further east 
until th« whole country is covered. 


The postage stamps will be largely of 


the 1 and 2-cent denominations, and will 
be imprinted with the initials, "I. R." 
Jjarge quantities of these will be de- 
livered to the telegraph, express, freight 
and palace car companies for distribu- 
tion to their own offices. It 
is now 


thought that practically the whole coun- 
try will be supplied with all classes of 
stamps by July 1, or earlier.

NEW YORK, June 84.—[Special.]—One 


Would need to be an expert prophet with 
regard to turf matters in order to mako 
trustworthy predictions concerning the 
future of Michael F. l)wyer, the veteran 
racing man. IB does seem, however, that 
some of the gloomy forecasts with him for 
their subject thaflwere published earlier 
in tho season arc not likely to be verified, 
at least not this year. 


For, although he Is at this time the 


owner of no horse showing great promise, 
he has a very fair collection of "bread- 
winners," so called, and their possession, 
coupled with the fact that he is playing 
the races with much greater care than was 
his wont some years ago, may help him to 
recoup himself largely, if not completely, 
before this season's close. And while ha 
has his enemies, like most other men, there 
is no question that the majority of those 
interested in racing, both among horse 
owners and those who go habitually to see 
the contests, would be glad should Hike 
Dwyer land on his feet once more. His 
unwonted care in placing bets was dis- 
played somewhat to his own disadvantage 
perhaps last Monday when, although he 
played all three of his winning horses—• 
Cleophus, Ben Bonald and Kingdon—he 
yet missed some good prices on Cleophus 
and Ben Ronald, apparently not havinpt 
the nerve to risk more than certain mod 
ei»tQ amounts on their performances. Yot 
on the whole the day was such a one foi 
, 


Dwyer as, repeated often enough, would 
net him handsomely before cold weather. 


Dwyor Then and Now. 


Half a decade ago Michael F. Dwyer 


was counted a millionaire, and all his 
money had been made out of horse racing. 
As a bettor he had mountains of norve. 
It was not at all unusual for him to have 
$20,000, |30,000 or even $10,000 up on one 
of his horses at a "short price." Thero 
was a time when his betting transactions 
were frequently larger than the combined 
transactions of the next half dozen most 
daring plungers in the country. 


His troubles began when he got gay and 


thought it necessary to invade the British 
turf. 
The experiment cost him very 


dearly. A little later he found that his 
Kockledge (Ela.) hotel property was not 
as profitable as it should be. At ono time 
Standard Oil Flagler wished to buy it, but 
Dwyer wouldn 't sell. So Flagler put up an 
opposition house and cut deep into Dwyer's 
velvet. Today, it is said, a certain New 
York bookmaker holds big mortgages on 
the property and that Dwyer now wishes 
he had disposed of it when he could. 


When he sold Ben Brush to James K. 


Keene last-fall, it was generally agreed by 
those who knew Dwyer well that he must 
be pressed for money, otherwise the sale 
would have been obviously shortsighted, 
since Ben Brush could almost certainly be 
trusted to make large earnings this season. 
Those who sought to explain the transac- 
tion on other grounds than Michael's need 
of ready cash ventured the opinion that 
he had immense faith in the future of his 
8-year-old Michael m, then a very prom- 
ising colt. But this prop to his fortunes 
was taken away before the opening of the 
present season, for the colt died in April, 
after having done so well in his early 
work as to give promise of winning the 
Metropolitan Handicap and two or three 
other valuable spring events. 


Michael Hi's death reduced his owner's 


string of racers io uio iiutw wliltli wou for 
him last Monday and a few 2-year-olds, 
not enough of a. stable, the knowing ones 
said, to make the retention of a high 
priced jockey and a first class trainer prof- 
itable. To make matters worse Dwy- 
er's favorite jockey, Simms, was reported 
to have left him for good and all. But 
most dark clouds are edged with silver 
linings after all. Simms is still riding 
for Dwyer, and while his horses are not 
Hanovers or Tremonts or George Kinneys 
they are good serviceable beasts for a man 
•who lives by racing to own. 


"The Racing Twins." 


Philip J. Dwyer, Michael F.'s brother, 


now president of the Brooklyn Jockey 
club, is a very rich man. 


In the old days the brothers used to be 


known as "the racing twins." They be- 
gan life as butchers in a slaughter house, 
and less than 20 yearf ago were working 
at their trade side ty side in the samo 
establishment. 
\VlieH they cast their 


butcher knives behind them and toot to 
racing, it was not because of any special 
liking for sport or for their health, but 
simply and solely for what there was in it, 


The flier Bhadamanthus was their first 


purchase, if I mistake not, and in spite of 
gloomy predictions by many turfites this 
racer proved a veritable gold mine to the 
brothers. For years they bad phenomenal 
luck, the first break coming in 1888, the 
year after Hanover astonished the racing 
world and won thousands on the back of 
thousands for the Dwyer pockets. How 
much the Dwyers lost that year no one but 
themselves ever knew, bnt it is a fact that 
twice between the beginning and the end- 
ing of 1888's season Michael F. was actu- 
ally "clean broke," though he kept all 
knowledge of his situation from tho pub- 
lic and managed to pull through without 
borrowing. His famous bet of §40,000 to 
win $6,000 was made that year, 1 tlunk, 
on Joe Cotton, and tho season's ending 
was not half bad from the Dwyer point of 
view. 
Michael F. as He Is. 


Michael F. Dwyer must be not far from 


BO now. Some days he looks much youn- 
ger, but there are times when his ago seems 
65 at least. Ten years ago he always 
seemed less in age than he was, but the 
strain of the last decade has changed him 
greatly. 
Ho still has the power to laugt to the 


old mirthful way, however, and tho dim- 
ples accompanying his laughs and the 
ruddy Dwyer complexion are yet in his 
possession. He has always been known 
among turfites as a man of unusually cor- 
rect habits, 10 o'clock being his regular 
bedtime, which was sometimes shoved 
back to 9, but very rarely forward to 11. 
Sun np is or was his regular time for ris- 
ing, and it used to bo his custom, as it 
probably is to this day, to watch tho early 
mornirnr work both of his own horses and 
oil the promising nags in the stables of 
Others. 


It is because of bis Intelligent and con- 


stant btudy of racers and conditions, old 
horsemen tuy, that Michael F. Dwyer has 
had vastly moro good luck than bad. This 
of course TPFIOVM his successes from tho 
field of luck almost altogether, and it is a 
fact that these MUIIC old horsemen believe 
bis former triumphs will yet bo fully du- 
plicated.

SUMMER CURTAfRS, 


TimeFg Suggestions For Draping These 


Rof Weather fndispensabfes Tn 


an Arfisfic Manner, 


The hanging of the summer curtains 


"is to the housewife one of the most im- 
portant of the season's arrangements. 
60 much depends upon the imagination 
when the dog days come and the ther- 
mometer registers 98 degrees in the 
shade. A pretty white curtain airily- 
hung' will often cheat the temperature 
of at least ten degrees of heat. In the 
city or suburban houses where heavy 
curtains of brocade adorn the windows 
in order to keep out the winter cold it 
is almost a necessity to remove them 
in the summer in order to allow the air 
to circulate freely through the apart- 
ments. Curtains aof handsome silk or 
lace are removed at this season, too, 
because with the casement thrown wide 
there are too many chances to be taken 
on the weather to risk a $25 or $50 cur- 
tain to its inclemencies. 


A simple yet graceful arrangement of 


ruffled swiss curtains is shown in Fig. 
1. The curtain is festooned from the 
left corner of the window and doubled 
over at the opposite corner so that the 
opposite side of the curtain now be- 
comes the uppermost one. The curtain 
is attached to the rings at each side of 
the pole, leaving in the center a bare 
space equal to one-third its length. The 
curtain is draped at each side with- a 
pale blue or a pink satin ribbon at one- 
third of the drapery's distance from the 
floor. 
A narrow sash curtain of the 


BWI'SS is placed upon the window itself. 


Fig. 2 shows another graceful 
ar- 


rangement of net curtains having a sur- 
rounding frill of the material. In this 
the curtains are hung from a small rod 
hidden behind the ornamental pole, the 
lambrequin part of the curtain alone 
being attached to it.

How to Clean Tapestry.

Mean- 
while set some wheat bran in a large 
pan before the flre or in the oven so 
that it may become absolutely dry. 
When it feels quite dry and warm to 
the hand, sprinkle some of it upon the 
tapestry and rub it round and round 
with a piece of new flannel. Renew the

Variety In the toothsome cakes to be

To make little gaieties put half a 


pound of dry- sifted flour, mixed with a 
pinch of salt, on a pasteboard, and 
six ounces of fresh butter, and with a 
sharp knife .chop up the butter in the 
flour. When this is accomplished, gather 
the flour together and make a hole in 
the middle and add a little cold water 
and half a teaspoonful of lemon juice 
and mix lightly with the tips of the 
fingers until a m\ jerately soft paste is 


to choose. Oriel windows may bo adorn- 
ed with a scries of lambrequins and 
long curtains, forwhich these styles will 
afford suggestions.

About Lilacs. 


The garden lilac is known by its heart 


shaped leaves. It blossoms about May 
or June and has a very strong scent. 
It used to be rare, but now It Is quite a 
common shrub. There are two kinds, 
which arc known as tho Persian 
or 


lilac and the Josika lilac. The 


stems having thorn*. The fruit is egg 
shaped. Sweetbrler generally grows In 
the hedges and thickets and is often 
seen In cottage gardens. The dog rose, 
the field rose and the sweetbrler are all 
different kinds of wild roses. The sweet- 
brier was one of Sir Walter Scott's fa- 
vorite flowers.

formed. 
Roll it out and fold it over 


and repeat this operation so that it is 
rolled and folded four times in succes- 
sion. Then roll out the paste to about 
an eighth of an inch in thickness and 
cut it into strips five inches long and one 
inch wide. Roll one strip at a time 
lightly under the hand and proceed to 
curl it closely round so as to resemble 
the shape of a snail. Dust with salt 
and fry in plenty of boiling fat until of 
a pale golden urowii. Serve very hoi on 
a folded doily. 


For milan cake, Work half a pound of 


fresh butter to a cream. Then add the 
same weight of caster sugar, the grated 
rind of a lemon, a teaspoonful of orange 
flower water, mixed with sufficient car- 
mine to make the cake rose pink, and 
after beating the above Ingredients to- 
gether for ten minutes mix in one egg 
(white and yolk together) and then 
about a tablespoonful of flour until live 
eggs and half a pound of sifted flour 
have been used. Then stir in lightly a 
teaspoonful of baking powder and bake 
In a buttered cak« tin lined with but- 
tered paper. 
When the cake is coo!,' 


cover it with yellow sugar Icing, colored 
with apricot yellow. Spread it evenly 
over the cake, dipping the knife into hot 
water from time to time to insure the 
Icing being perfectly smooth. Then scat- 
ter crystallized rose petals over the top. 


Delicious corn flour drop cakes are 


made by mixing a quarter of a pound 
of powdered sugar with half a pound 
of corn flour and a small teaspoonful of 


baking powder and stirring in gradual- 
ly into six ounces of butter which has 
previously been worked to a cream with 
a wooden spoon. When the ingredients 
are well mixed, add six drops of essence 
of vanilla and the beaten yolks of two 
eggs and then the whites whisked to a 
firm froth. Stir all lightly together and 
bake at once in little flat tins or very 
small patty pans. A small teaspoonful 
of the mixture in each will be sufficient. 
The oven should be thoroughly hot 
when the cakes are put in, and they 
should be carefully watched, as they 
will bake in less than ten minutes if the 
heat is steady. When done, they should 
be a pale golden brown. Glaze the tops 
with a little liquid apricot jam and scat- 
ter some desiccated cocoanut over them, 
The cakes must be carefully handled, 
as they are very brittle. 


Who does not love chocolate cream 


cakes? To make them beat half a pound 
of butter and add the same quantity of 
sugar. Beat again until the mixture is 
white and then stir in a teaspoonful of 
essence of vanilla and the yolks of five 
eggs. Have ready six ounces of grated 
chocolate which has been dissolved in 
a little hot milk. Add this to the other 
ingredients. 
Then sift in by degrees one 


pound of flour, mixed with a large tea- 
spoonful of baking powder, and beat 
until the mixture is light and creamy. 
To this supply the whites of the eggs 
whisked to the stlffest possible froth. 
Butter two flat, round tins, line them 
with buttered paper and pour in the 
cake mixture and bake In a good hot 
oven. When the cakes are cold, cut 
each through and spread with a thick 
layer of stiffly whipped cream, flavored 
with vanilla. 
Replace the uppermost 


portions' and spread one with cream. 
Then put the other cake on the top. 
Trim them if necessary and cover with 
icing made as follows: Mix three-quar- 
ters of a pound of icing sugar with three 
tablespoonfuls of hot water, warm it up 
in a saucepan, and when it has cooled 
a little pour it gradually over the cake. 
While the icing is still soft scatter it 
thickly with shredded almonds which 
have been blanched and baked a golden 
brown. Leave the cake for an hour or 
two in a warm corner of the kitchen, so 
that the icing may dry. 


How Meats Should Be Cooked. 


Beef should be a good red color with 


yellowish fat. 


Mutton should be a good red, but not 


so red as beef. The tat should be firm 
and white. 


The flesh of veal should be finely 


grained, and the fat should be firm. 


The flesh of pork should be finely 


grained, the tat while a.«u witlioul. ••>-•'- 
nels. 
The flesh of good meat is firm to the 


touch, and no moisture exudes. 


There should be ho unpleasant smell. 
Have ready a clear, bright fire for 


roasting and a hot oven for baking. 


Wipe the meat with a damp cloth. 
For baking lay the meat on a meat 


rack on a dripping tin. 


Put the meat In the hottest part of 


the oven first of all, or If roasting hang 
it at first quite near the flre. This is to 
keep In the Juices. Afterward let It cook 
more gently that it may not be hard. 


Baste often. 


How to Keep Silver Bright. 


To keep table silver bright soak It in 


strong borax water for several hours 
occasionally. The water must be at 
boiling point and should be poured on 
the silver. When well soaked, a simple 
rubbing with a chamois leather will 
suffice to make the silver as bright as 
new.
